People’s Call for Unity 


*ENERAL MULCAHY said that 
¥ there was nothing that our 
people could not do, united under 
proper leadership. It was a crime 
against Ireland to say that. unity 
would be disaster. Why should it 
be possible for any man to get up 
and say that there should be dis- 
unity in Ireland when the highest 
achievements that Ireland had ever 


attained were attained . through 
unity? : 

“You can order unity to- 
morrow,” said General Mulcahy, 


“if you put us into Parliament. We 
are the spearhead of that voice of 
unity that is crying out from the 
hearts of our people. We can imbue 
other parties, and even the Fianna 
Fail Party, with our spirit.” 

* Above all,” he said, “ remember 
that you took your country out of 
the hands of a _ foreigner, who 
wanted to govern it according to 
his own ideas and for his own 
ends; do not give it into the hands 
of even an Irish party who wants to 
do the same.” 


WORK FOR MANY 


To-day they were being told that 
the work of the country could only 
be done if they entrusted it to one 
man. Never had the work of this 
country been done by one -man 
alone, and never betore did the 
country so badly need the ‘work of 
many men. 

Getting their freedom was com- 
paratively easy compared with 
using that freedom to the best 
effect, now that they had got it. 
They would have to take the Irish 
people and turn their energies to 
constructive work. That had not 
been as well done in the past as 
it might have been; the civil war 
and the economic war had in- 
terrupted that work, so that many 
Irish men and women had found it 
necessary to work in British 
factories or ioin the British forces. 

In Great Britain they had gone a 
long way towards full employment 
and social security. Young Ireland 
would ask for full employment and 
social security in their own country. 
They would ask that every man and 
woman born in Ireland should be 
assured of an opportunity for work, 
decent surroundings and home, and 
that the children should have 
proper educational and other facili- 
ties. It had been brought home to 
them that such things could be Woné 
if they worked for them in peace 
the same way that other countries 
were working for them in war. The 
people were going to ask their re- 
presentatives in the Dail to see that 
these problems were tackled. 

It was clear that in the future 
Government control would be more 
necessary than in the past, but in- 
dividual freedom would also be 
necessary, and they had to find a 
balance between them. Certain

things were too big to be handled 
by private people, and must be 
taken over by the Government. 
No petty Government was big 
enough to co-ordinate; the energies 
of the people to-day and do for 
them in peace what the governments 
of other countries were ‘doing 
under the pressure of war. No party 
government, even ‘if it was a good 
one, could give us social security. 

The unity in the defence forces 
was a consolation and a comfort 
to everybody. If they could unite 
to defend, then why could. they 
not come together for the sake of 
those things that make the country 
worth defending. Their worst 
enemies were internal. 

Fine Gael’s rogramme, said 
General Sean acEoin, was a 
National Government, and not a 
Coalition Government. There was | 
an important difference. A Coali- 
tion Government was a Govern- | 
ment made up of two on three 

rties. leaving out some party; a 

ational Government was a 
Government consisting of all par- 
ties. “When we can come to- 
gether,” he said, “in defence of the 
country, why not come together to 
end our internal problems, such as 
emigration and unemployment?’ 

“ Fine Gael will form a National 
Government, and, if the people 
vote for it, Fianna Fail- will -be 
offered, and, 1 have no doubt; will’ 


that in the near future the six 
counties will come ‘into an All-Ire- : 
land Parliament, and when they do 
Fine Gael will be prepared to give 
our Orange fellow-countrymen a 
share and part in the government 
of the country.” 


PRICE CONTROL 


Mr. Patrick McGilligan said that 
unnecessary hardships had been 
imposed on the people by bad 
government. America had its New 
Deal, and workers in England had 
a wage increase of 50 per cent., with 
a rigid control of the cost-of-living 
prices. “ Butshere in this Christian 
country,” he said, “contrelled by a 
man with Christian- ideals, we have 
a cost-of-living figure 70 per cent. 
above the pre-war level, but no 
control of prices.” 

Mr. McGilligan went on to urge 
that a National Government 
formed at once to deal with the 
economic situation and to intensify 
production. ; 

Mr. Liam Cosgrave, jun., said that 
the real issue in this election was 
whether the wishes of the majority 
of the people were to remain 
supreme, ‘or were going to be made 
subject to a dictatorship. of the 
Fianna Fail Party. The record of 
that party was one of broken 
promises.

WEAKNESS 


Dealing with the question of 
Coalition Government, he said the 
moment a party began to favour 
such a Government they had no 
faith in themselves.

A party that 
talked about coalition was confess- 
ing its own weakness and its lack 
of faith.

Roscommon Council 
Defies Minister 


Roscommon County Council is 
adhering to its decision not to 
increase the roads estimate, despite 
a warning by the Minister for Local 
Government, following. the sworn 
inquiry into.the matter. 

On the proposal of Farmers’ 
Party members, the last meeting of 
the Council passed a resolution 
“refusing to act on the suggestion 
by the Minister to adopt a new 
or additional rate.” Fianna Fail 
members: dissented. 

The .letter from the Minister 
stated that the security of the State 
and the protection of its citizens 
must remain the primary duty of 
any Government, and in fulfilling 
that duty the Government would 
expect, and must, if necessary, 
demand the co-operation of every 
citizen and every local authority. 
The - Minister trusted that, on re- 
consideration, the Council would 


step to allow the roads to 
deteriorate, and that any apparent 
saving at the present time would 
lead to much heavier expenditure 
in subsequent years.

Reuter’s Special Correspondent at 
Allied Advance H.Q. states:— 

United States spearheads advanc- 
ing along the coastal route are with- 
in a mile. of. Campoleone. Closing 
in tightly arou the southern 
fringe of the Alban Hills, forces 
driving towards Valmontone have 
already severed the link between 
the German forces in these heights 
and Kesselring’s 10th Army further 
south. 

That link was “ Highway Six,” 
which: the Allied forces now over- 
look and control from a distance of 
about a mile. t 

The 10th Army is steadily being 
pressed into the shrinking “ pocket” 
among the Lepini Mountains below 
the Rome road, where the Eighth 
Army, from the north-west, and the 
French and Americans, from the 
south-east, are mile by mile chew- 
ing off whole mountain ridges, and 
driving the rearguards back. 


DUAL BATTLE 


Kesselring is fighting two battles 
—({1) To halt the Allied drive into 
the Valmontone-Velletri line and 
threatening a break-through and 
quick advance on Rome; (2) His 
familiar all-out reafguard stand, 
using every means to slow down the 
tightening . semi-circle. which 
threatens to trap a considerable part 
of the 10th Army. 

The only alternative roads for 
the 10th Army are subject to 
constant blocks, through strafing 
and dive-bombing by the over- 
whelming Allied air strength. 

British troops, whose actions on 
the beach-head left flank had so 
far been cloaked in mystery, are 
now known to have captured the 
factory area in Aprilia. This was 
the scene of some of last winter's 
fiercest fighting, and the whole dis- 
trict has been devastated and 
flattened by the intensity of the 
artillery fire and the great tank

FLAME-THROWERS

TANK MASSES 


Sertorious, the. German - com- 
mentator, wrote .last night that the 
battle in Italy continued throughout 
Whit Sunday: with great violence. It 
was marked, he declared, by the 
largest array of Anglo-American. 
tank forces ever seen. 

An American attack with 400 
tanks in the Liri Valley was re- 
ported last night by Karl Praegner, 
another German commentator, Be- 
tween Castro - Volsci. and 
Ceprano, he said, the Americans 
sent in no fewer than 400 tanks for. 
a concentrated attack in the Liri 
Valley. He claimed that they were 
able to gain only a few miles and 
had to be content with the ruins of 
the evacuated township of Ceprano. 


Million Men Will 
Defend West Wall 


Along the West Wall. from 
Northern Norway to the Bay of 
Biscay, the Germans have more than 
1,000,000 men awaiting the Allied 
attack, according to Bjorn Bjornson, 
N.B.C, commentator in Stockholm. 


he claimed were. the Germans’ 


fortifications. 

Manning the Wall itself are some 
200,000 shock troops,.men who will 
be sacrificed to give the Germans 
time to concentrate their forces 
where they see they will be most 
needed. 

Well inside the wall is the 
“flower of ~ German _ fighting 
strength”; some fifty divisions of 
hardened fighting men have been 
transferred from the Russian front, 
In: exceptionally mobile units these 
men will meet the expected airborne 
invasion and the Allied forces which 


may break through the outer 
defence wall ‘ 
In Norway, following recent 


reinforcements, there are some 12 
divisions; in Denmark six divisions, 
in Belgium 14 divisions, and in 
Holland eight. In France there are 
some 60 divisions—well over 
600,000 men—and inside Germany 
itself a final reserve of eight divi- 
sions:—(Reuter.) ' 

Evidently the Germans expected 
something to happen regarding 
Allied invasion plans last Sunday 
night, writes a Press Association Air 
Correspondent, for their attacks on 
Southern England seemed to be de- 
signed for coastline reconnaissance, 
with a destructive attack in one area 
as a diversion.

After a five-day heavy battle, 
General Lentaigne’s Chindit arniy 
abandoned yesterday. the road and 
rail block south-west of Mogaung, 
which is 25 miles west of Myitkyina. 
The block had been in Allied hands 
for 18 days. When the Japanese 
laid down a heavy barrage on the 
first day, it was believed that 
they were “- 75mm. and 
105mm. guns. After this prepara- 
tion the Japanese launched strong 
and repeated infant attacks. 
The abandoned road and rail block 
does not affect the situation at 
Myitkyina.

Eireann took them completely 
by surprise. Yet, although it 
would be far too much to say 
that the Opposition meetings 
evoked any more popular enthu- 
siasm than those of Fianna Fail, 
they were well attended on the. 
whole, and the advocates of a 
National Government were given 
at least a respectful hearing. 
Nobody with any experience of 
Irish politics will venture: a 
prophecy as to the result of 
to-day’s polling.
